Who Is Oldest
Man in World?
Ask Scientists

Many Claimants Seek Hon-
or; Chinaman Says He’s
Seen 164 Years

NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—Who is
the oldest person in the world?

Sclentists would like to know, but |

can't find out.

There are claimants to the title
in every section of the world, but
in most cases the actual ages of
these persons, in years of 365 days
each, cannot be definitely estab-
lished. Perhaps the oldest of all
the living humans on earth is not
in touch with civilization and can-
not be reached.

In China there is a man who
says he is 164 years old. Yuan
Kwo-chang is the name of this
claimant; and if the story of the
Manchuria Daily News is correct
he has so well established his
claim as to have become the_re-
cipient of a government annuity
of 200 yen.

Zarcun Agha, who still works as
a porter in Constantinople, avers
he is 150. He i5 undoubtedly of
great age, but it has not been
established that he was born in
1774, the year before the Declara-
tion of Independence.

In the Philippines there is a
woman with an unpronounceable
name whom crude tribal records
show to be 125 yvears old.

Joseph Maga of Yagoubitza,
Jugo-Slavia, having married three
times and become a father at 103,
died this year at 120. Maga's death
occurred about the time of that of
James G. Sutton, oldest inmate of
the Kanawha County Farm, West
Virginia, at the age of 117

“Uncle Johnny” Shell of Ken-
tucky claimed to be 130 just before
he died recently, but it appears
now he was only 115.

Sarah Thompson, born in 1810,
entered the Washington County
(Pa.) Home at the age of 62 and
lived to be 114.
